peace and poverty programs, has had another idea. Income 
tax in reverse or, as he describes it, “negative Income tax.” 

It is, at admitted minimum estimate, a $-4 billion idea. 

Basically, it would provide families earning less than the 
minimum taxable income with 14 per cent of the difference 
between their actual income and that taxable figure. For 
example, a family of four with no income would receive 
$420, or 14 per cent of $3,000. 

That Is the rock bottom phaSe of the plan. At the higher 
end the total estimated cost to the taxpayers rises to 
something like $24 billion, with a middle alternative of 
$12 billion. These latter plans are for all pratical purposes 
outright doles, intended to bring every family’s income 
up lo or beyond the federal “poverty” figure of $3,000 an¬ 
nual Income. 

What this program would do to individual initiative can 
hardly be calculated. In many cases, of course, it would be 
justifed. But the history of such governmental largesse 
makes it seem clear that Mr. Shriver is pounding another 
nail in the coffin of a basic American way of life, adding 
another stone to the Arc de Triomphe of the Great So¬ 
cialism.

Another Indian Giver 


“Indian giver” is a term of derision long favored by 
youngsters. It has to do with someone who gives you 
something -and then demands it back. 

Nowadays, Indian giving can be accurately used to 
describe the tax system. 

We have had a modest reduction in federal income 
taxes. The action was greeted with an immense amount of 
publicity and was described as a shot in the arm for the 
economy. And, it is true, just about everyone has had a 
little more take-home pay to spend. 

But this happy situation is soon to end—either entirely 
or in a large part—for most people. The reason: In 1966, 
a worker with an Income of $6,600 or more will pay $277 in 
social security taxes—$103 more than the $174 he paid in 
1965. The employer’s contribution will go up by an identical 
amount. 

And this won’t be the end. More increases will go into 
effect periodically. By 1987, the $6,600 a year worker will 
pay $373, as will his employer. And self-employed people 
will then pay $515. Tax reductions are fine. But they don’t 
moan a thing when tax increases take all or most of the 
money right back.
